Progress by Embarrassment 


The Russian government seems 
to have been embarrassed by the 
UN Security Council's considera- 
tion of the Russo-Iranian controv- 
ersy. So Russia, through her obed- 
ient friend and neighbor, Poland, 
apparently is trying to embarrass 
the United Slates and Britain by 
calling allcnlion again to the con- 
tinued 
existence 
of the Franco 
government in Spain. 


•Russia's allempt will 
probably 
be successful. During Ihe war the 
two allied 
weslcrn 
democracies 
played along with Franco for un- 
derstandable reasons of 
exped- 


eincy. Since those reasons have 
become invalid, they have made 
known their dislike of the Franco 
government by a half-hearted and 
ineffeclivo" invitation to the Span- 
ish people to turn out the Falang- 
ist clique. 


•Meanwhile Russia, France and 


others have pressed for stronger 
measures. Now things are coming 
to a head, as they were bound to. 
A possible results is thai the Uni- 
ted Nations may be able to estab- 
lish a precedent as to what con- 
stitutes a threat to world peace 
and what constitutes interference 
in a nation's politics. 


There arc proven charges against 
Franco. He gained and held his 
power with the military help of the 
Axis. He was a fawning admirer 
Of Hitler and Mussolini, and gave 
them considerable aid in World 
War II. He had modeled his gov- 
ernment 
along Axis lines, 
and 


is running a dictatorship of a cruel 
and repressive sort. 


But does that make Franco a 
menace to world peace? Should 
the United Nations take 
active 
steps to remove him—even though 
the Spanish people, given a free 
election, might astound the world 
by voting him continuance in po- 
wer, as the Argentine voters did 
Peron? 


There is good reason to answer 


yes to both Ihose questions. The 
Spain of Francisco Franco is a 
menace to world peace because, 
•so long as it remains, the fight 
against the Axis 
is not 
ended. 


World War II was a war between 
hostile, 
incompatible ideologies, 


even though we seem to have for- 
gotten that today, II was a war 
to rid the world of the barbarian 
Hitler and his barbarous ideas of 
race and government. 


But those ideas suil flourish in 


Madrid. And so long as they do, 
Spanish soil is a dangerously fertile 
ground for the unfinished ideolog- 
ical war to break out again. 


Franco Spain also merits some 


punishment by the victorious Uni- 
ted Nations as an active, if fee- 
ble, 
Axis partner. Spain's colla- 


boration cost Allied lives and de- 
layed viclorys. Her "neutrality" 
may have been as much of an as- 
set to Hitler as Italy's belliger- 
ency was a liability. 
These are all familiar facts, but 


they must be faced. And when they 
are faced and acted upon, there 
are many more trouble spots in 
the world which must be dealt with 
before peace becomes a comfort- 
able reality. 


All these trouble spots— India, 


•Egypt, Argentina, Indonesia, Pal- 
estine, llic Balkans, and Ihc resl 
—are an embarrassment to one 
or another of the great powers. 
Mutual efforts to embarras one's 
neighbors are not Ihe ideal way to 
cure international headaches. Bui 
if they result in clearing up Ihc 
trouble spots, we cannot quarrel too 
strongly with the method.

House Bill on 
Draft Won't 


Pass Senate

Senale leaders today rejected as -s 
totally unacceptable the House-ap- 
proved draft extension bill which- 
exempts teen-agers and suspends 
all other inductions until Oct. 15. 


When the Senate takes up draft 


extension, probably next week, it 
will work on its own version which: 
is far more acceptable to adminis- 
tration leaders. 


Members of the Senate Military 


Affairs 
Committee 
generally' 
agreed that the whole thing would 
have to be thrashed out eventual- 
ly in a Senate-House conference.-- 
Before that time comes, 
how-' 
ever, they face the job of putting 
the committee-approved 
measure 


through the full Senate in the face 
of 
politically-significant 
election, 
year opposition. 


There are vast differences be- 


tween the Senate committee's mea- 
sure and the bill approved yester- 
day by the House. 


The House bill would extend the 


draft law from its present May 15 
deadline to Feb. 15, 1947. But it 
would raise the draft age from 18 
to 20, prohibit any inductions frbrri 
May 15 to Oct. 15, ban the drafting 
of any father regardless of age 
and set a limit of 18 months serv- 
ice for any draftee. 


In order to spur voluntary enlist- 
ments, the House also passed 
a 


companion measure providing pay 
increases for all members of the 
armed forces. The boosts, ranging 
from 50 per cent for buck private 
to 10 per cent for officers above 
five lieutenant, would cost an'esti- 
mated $632,000,000.

would extend the draft law for one 
year, to May 15, 1947. It includes' 
the 18-month service limit and.'ban 
on father draft.

The Senate committee's bill also 
seeks id spur enlistments by rais- 
ing service pay of all enlisted per- 
sonnel.

SOMETIMES, although an idea is wrong, it docs no harm. Like the 
idea that a square jaw is the sign of will power.

But there are other wrong ideas, which are definitely harmful to 


public confidence in and understanding of industry. One such 
idea is the current "guessing" about profits made by large busi- 
ness organizations. 


Many people are apt to grossly exaggerate the money made by 


business. So Opinion Research Corporation (an independent 
organization) made a survey to learn just what the public thinks 
about profits. Compare these guesses and yours with the Inter- 
national Harvester profit figures given below.

SOMETIMES, although an idea is wrong, it docs no harm. Like the 
idea that a square jaw is the sign of will power. That winters 
aren't as severe as they used to be, or that red hair denotes auick 
temper. 


But there are other wrong ideas, which are definitely harmful to 


public confidence in and understanding of industry. One such 
idea is the current "guessing" about profits made by large busi- 
ness organizations. 


Many people are apt to grossly exaggerate the money made by 


business. So Opinion Research Corporation (an independent 
organization) made a survey to learn just what the public thinks 
about profits. Compare these guesses and yours with the Inter- 
national Harvester profit figures given below. 


rate of profit in normal times. 
Many largo husinesses, including 
ourselves, would consider it n 
banner year if we could reach 
this figure. Our average profit for 
the last ten years — four war and 
six peace — was 6'. 43% — more than 
a third less than what the public 
considers fair.

(1) One form of radar that was im- 


Jiortant in World War II is known as 
<<loran." It is expected to have an 
equally vital role in insuring safety in 
the air and at sea during peacetime. 
It will make automatic navigation of 
planes and ships possible. To guide 
these craft to their destinations, it will 
be necessary only to set the loran in- 


struments on the pilots' panels. Short- 
wave radio beams from four transmit- 
ting stations on land, many miles apart, 
.will do the job of navigation. 


• 
(2) The operation of loran may be 


visualized by a simple analogy. Sup- 
pose there tire four runners starting 
from four known locations. Each runs 
at the same speed and each carries a 
stop watch. As each arrives at a given 
point he stops his watch. The time 
shown on the watches is the time re- 
quired for each runner to arrive at his 
destination. 
By the speed and the 


elapsed time, the distance of each runner 


from his starting point is determined. 
From this the location of the meeting 
point is easily calculated. 


(3) Operating a loran receiver, the 


navigator on a ship or plane receives 
signals from four stations. The signals 
travel all at the same speed, 186,000 
miles a second. The navigator knows 
the exact location of each station. He 
knows the amount of time that has 
elapsed between the instant the signal 
was sent and the instant it was re- 
ceived. From the elapsed time he may 
calculate his position. But the auto- 
matic robot navigator may also do the 


calculating, and automatically keep the 
ship on a predetermined course. 


(4) Such devices as radar, which 


helped flyers in World War II to find 
their way on bombing missions over 
Tokyo or Berlin, may control the entire 
air traffic over the United States. Estab- 
lishment of a network of 200. loran sta- 
tions throughout the United States will 
enable airways traffic controllers any 
place in the country to see every plane 
in their given areas in its exact position 
at all times. „

Meat Supply 
Sagging to 
Wartime Low

nation's meat supply is sagging to

stay there until early fall.

the Agriculture Department in

statement on how it will divide de- 
clining supplies during the April- 
June quarter among civilians, the 
armed forces, and needy 
areas 


abroad . 


The per capita civilian meal sup- 


ply at least until July 1 is expected 
to be 
an annual average rale of 


132 pounds (carcass weight hasis), 
as compared with the 147-pound 
annual rate available during the 
first three months of the year. 


In 1943 when wartime meal ra- 


lioning was inaugurated, the aver- 
age for civilian supplies was 136 
pounds annually. 


This adverse forecast

meat outlook coincided with an ap- 
peal from Herbert H. Lehman for 
a renewal of consumer rationing if 
this country is to meet ils famine 
relief commitment abroad. 


The former director general of
